MISTRIAL IN THE 
CASE OF TURNER 


Jury Had It for Two Days and Did 
Not Agree. 


ANOTHER TRIAL PROBABLE 


Plaintiff Sued Mercer Athletic Asso- 
ciation. 


DAMAGES IN THE SUM OF $20,000 


Case Attracted a Great Deal of At- 
tention—Freshman Declamation 
at Mercer—Other News. 


Constitution Bureau, Macon, Ga., June 
4.—(Special.)—This evening at half-past 6 
o’clock Judge Felton discharged the jury 
in the Clyde Turner libel case, allowing 
them to make a mistrial. The jury had 
been out on the case since half-past 6 
o’clock Saturday evening and announced 
that it was absolutely impossible for them 
to agree. The jury stood, when discharg- 
ed, nine for the plaintiff, Turner, and 
three for the defendant. The three jurors 
for the defendants were A. J. Sparks, 
W. H. Lowe and 8S. H. Singleton. When 

the jury first balloted on the case they 
stood eight to four, the fourth man being 
Tom Wood, but later he changed to the 
plaintiff and remained so until the close. 
The young men of the jury were for the 
plaintiff and the older men were for the 
defendants. Last year Turner was a stu- 


dent at Mercer university and manager of 
| the athletic association and baseball club 
of the university. The defendants, the 
Athletic Association, which is composed 
of members of the faculty and students 
of Mercer, charged Turner with certain 
irregularities in the financial management 
of the club, and he was retired from the 
management and from Mercer. He 


brought a libel suit for $20,000 damages 
against the defendants, claiming that if 
any irregularities existed they were due 
to unfamiliarity with bookkeeping and 
that he had done nothing criminal. His 
attorneys were John P. Ross, Anderson, 
Grace & Anderson. Defendants’ attorneys 
were Hall & Wimberly, Hardeman, Davis 
& Turner, Steed & Ryals. 

The hearing of the case consumed six 
days and the jury was out two days. 
The case has attracted great interest, not 
only in Macon, but throughout the state. 

Turner was attended during the trial by 
his father, who is a prominent citien of 
Floyd county. The impression is that the 
plaintiff will have another trial of the 
case.

The original colonists were all interested 
in the experiment, and did not mind work. 


another, divided the results of their com- 
mon labors, endured hardships together 
cheerfully and seemed satisfied with the 
style of living. Everything at the colony 
held in common, and in every re- 
spect the institution was thoroughly dem- 
ocratic. 

After a year or so, however, dissentions 
which gradually intensified until 
they became quite bitter. Some of the 
colonists, mostly newcomers, insisted 
that the leaders were usurping too much 
authority, were not working as hard as 
the others and were besides getting more 
than their share of the colony benefits. 
The division became so sharp that last 
matter was carried into the 
courts. Some of the colonists insisted 
that a receiver be appointed for the en- 
terprise, and that they be allowed to 
withdraw their individual shares. The 
motion for a receiver was dismissed, and 
the rebelg were ousted from Common- 
wealth. Since the trial of the case the 
coionists seemed to have lost hope and 
energy. Instead of working energetically 
to upbulld their village they have made 
only a bare shift for the necessaries of 
life. The magazine being published at 
the colony, The Social Gospel, is proba- 
bly the lvest institution there.

Havana, June 4.—Acting Director of 
Posts Bristow taday inquired as to the 
amount of postal funds taken by C. F. Ww. 
Neely in May, 1899, and ascertained that it 
was $31,312. Neely’s monthly average was 
about $17,000. Hiis system of pookkeeping 
was simplicity itself. Apparently he 
merely divided the amounts received, 
taking one-half for himself and account- 
ing for the other. 

This morning the examination of Estes 
G. Rathbone, former director of posts, 
was continued. It lasted more than four 
hours. ‘The most startling fact developed 
was that on May 26th of last year mT. 
Rathbone ordered Special Agents Leath- 
erer and Sullivan to examine the ac- 
counts. They found a shortage, but it 
wag not thought that anything had gone 
wrong. They reported, however, that 
there was no check upon the bureau of 
finance, and they recommended that cer- 
tain blank forms be made, which would 
answer the purpose, such as al] postmas- 
ters use when making their reports to the 
department monthly. Mr. Maynard, then 
chief agent, indorsed the recommendation 
and forwarded it to Mr.. Rathbone. The 
latter approved it and sent it to Auditor 
Reeves, who initiated it and forwarded it 
to Neely. After he had initiated it, in- 
stead of putting the scheme into opera- 
tion, he quietly pigeonholed it and it did 
not see the Jight of day unt!l May 15th of 
this year, when the plan was put into 
effect. 

Mr. Bristow says he !s almost sure that 
the extent of the steal will amount to 
something between $80,000 and $100,000, but 
that this will not touch the item of sur- 
charge Statements, which ts $411,000. As to 
how many of these were burned and how 
many sold it is impossible to obtain deil- 
nite infcrmation. As many have been 
traced, it is known positively that ail 
were not destroyed, but if Neely soid, say 
$50,000 or $100,000 worth, it would pot be 
surprising, Mr. Bristow thinks, to find 
them scattered allever the world.

“Men,” said Judge Palmer, “are like 
the surface of the earth intellectually 
and in their relative value tu thelr kind 
there are valley and piain men, upiand 
and hill men, foothi:l and mountain men, 
uu ele and there a peak Of surpassing 
eminence, Standing with Gods majesty 
of snow upon its summit. Such a rare 
Pike's Peak of a man was Jefferson Da- 
Vis, He towered above his fellows.’ He 
&ketched the life and analyzed the char- 
acier of this great man. His heroism on 
the field of Buepa Vista was narrate 
in a thrilling manner, His value to the 
nation as a statesman prior to the war 
between the states, his genius as an or- 


ganizer of the new government, and his | 


power as an execulive, were ably shown. 
“Impartial history,’ declared the speaker, 
“Wiil pronyunce Jefferso1 Davis one of 
the greatest figures on its pages.” 
Reterring to the great 
principles involved in the War, Judge Pal- 
mer said nearly all of them had subse- 
quently been vindicated by the inexcrable 
log:c of events.

Judge Palmer had something handsome 
to say of the women who stayed at home 
to make gray jackets.

MUCH .MONEY FROM FINES. 


Yesterday’s Cash Receipts in Police | 


Court Broke the Record—Ne- 
groes Have Ready Money.

at Barracks—What To Do with 
Him Is a Problem.

authorities have ever had to dea] with. 
The man is Edward Tohey, and he 
imagineg that a mob is just outside the 
city prison whetting butcher knives to 
cut his throat. The delusion would make 


the man an odd enough person, but added | 
| to this is the fact that he yells two words | 


every two or three minutes night and day, 
if he is not asleep, and those words are: 

‘State protection.”’ 

Tohey can be heard a block away from 
the barracks when. he throws his head 
back and yells at the top of a very loud 
voice, 


The man drifted from Alabama to At-, 


lanta. He had been working on an Ala- 
bama farm and, getting sick, began a 
tramp to his relatives in New York. 

He was born in Ireiand, so he states, 
and sailed from that country to New Or- 
leans. He worked his way to New York, 
where he worked two or three years. 
Then he went to the Alabama farm. 

Four or five days ago he turned up in 


this city and went to the Tower to beg a | 
He claimed to be | 


place to sleep and rest. 
ill and penniless. The jal] officials told 
him there was no public hospita] connect- 
ed with that institution. Tohey calied ai 
the police barracks and was at first re- 
fused a bed. He remarked that he would 
have to lie in the street and he laid down 
on the steps of the police barracks, where 
he said he would die unless something 
was done for him. 

He was piaced in a cell 4s a sleeper and 
there he has been ever since. Soon after 
he a given a bed he developed signs 
of some som of mental! ahgrration, and it 
was not deemed safe to turn him out. 

Some of the officers at the barracks be- 
lieve Tohey is simulating and tnat he is 
not insane, while others think he is a 
genuine paranoilac with a delusion of per- 
secution which makes him imagine that 
a mob is seeking to cut his throat with 
butcher knives. 

Tohey talks quite rational on all sub- 
jects except the mob with the knives. 

“They are after me and I will be a dead 
man unless I get state protection,’’ he 
said last night while taiking to a reporter 
of The Constitution. “I can hear the mob 
sharpening the knives. 1 4m wearing a 
protection shirt, but that doesn’t cover my 
poor throat. I must have protegtion.” 

In the midst ofthis taik the fellow would 
pause every now and then and yell out: 

“State protection.” 

The other city prisoners have almost 
been crazed by Tohey’s frightful cries for 
state protection. 

Just what wil] be done with Tohey has 
not been decided upon. He is not a native 
of the state and there may be some 
trouble about getting him into the tuna-
